McC arty 's election 
petition ruled invalid

A hearing was held on the 
morning of Feb. 5 before the Munic- 
ipal Officers Electoral Board regard- 
ing the petition that was filed by 
Robert McCarty and subsequently 
challenged by members of the 
Antioch First Party. 

The objectors included the three 
candidates seeking positions as 
trustees of the village: Tom Baba, Ken 
Karasek and Dorothy Larson who 
alleged Mccarty's petition had many 
suspect signatures and other irregu- 
larities making him unqualified to 
appear on the ballot in the April 3 
consolidated election. McCarty's 
attorney Robert long wanted the 
issue dismissed and stated his client 

had been denied due process. He 

contended that because notification 
of the challenge wasn't received until 
5:30 p.m. on Feb. 2, nearly 30 hours 
beyond what is stated under 10-10 of 
the election code, his client did not 
have access to counsel or to the 
public offices where documents in 
his defense could be obtained. 

Additionally, Long thought it 
improper to have Mayor Marilyn 
Shineflug on the electoral board 
though she didn't actively participate 
because she is part of the Antioch 
First Party. Trustee Dorothy Larson 
later explained, ."State statute 
required her to be there because the 
electoral board is typically made up 
of the village clerk , a senior trustee 
and the mayor." Candi Rowe is the 
village clerk and Ron Cunningham is 
the senior trustee on the board of 
directors of the Village of Antioch. 

According to the transcript of the 
proceedings, village attorney Ken 
Clark said, "The only tiling that I 



would say that's going to be different 
in the rules is that I will be acting as 
the hearing officer; but in order to do 
that, I will need a motion..." He 
further indicated that the mayor 
would only vote in the event of a tie, 
and til en she would have to decide if 
she wanted to vote or not. 

After listening to arguments 
brought forth my the objectors attor- 
ney Keri-Lyn Krafthefer that cited 
other cases as precedence, the board 
voted not to grant Long's motion to 
dismiss. Krafthefer offered to contin- 
ue the hearing to allow the respon- 
dents more time to prepare. 

McCarty and Long left the 
hearing at tliis point, and the case 
continued on without them. Selected 
signatures were reviewed for tilings 
such as "signer's signature not 
genuine," "signer not registered at 
address shown," "signer resides 
outside district" among others. In the 
first category, the electoral board 
voted to accept two affidavits from 
individuals stating their names and 
addresses were fraudulently placed 
on McCarty's petition. 

The two members of the 
electoral board voted that 54 signa- 
tures were not valid, leaving 51. A 
minimum of 62 signatures arc need 
for a candidate to be placed on the 
ballot. Subsequently, the electoral 
board voted to request the Lake 
County clerk to remove McCarty's 
name from die ballot. 

In a written response, McCarty 
announced "...he has decided not to 
embroil the Village in litigation over 
his nomination, despite the election 
board being poisoned by gross irreg- 
ularities brought about by the Machi- 
avellian machinations of Mayor

Markovics. M The teachers mail their 
part of die application back 
separately, so you don't see what 
they say about you." 

It's no small task to be selected 
as part of the Spirit of America 
band. According to the brochure, 
those who are accepted ore appli- 
cants with the following characteris- 
tics: arc strong performers; are 
mature and can handle themselves 
with minimum supervision; are self- 
disciplined and well behaved; have 
outstanding attitude and character; 
and exemplify the best of American 

youth. 

After spending an intensive five 
days of preparation at the State 
University of West Georgia in the 
Atlanta area, the band, made up of 
about 150 members between the 
mid-teens and early 20s from across

Deercrest lawsuit against Lake County 
Glick, Village of Antioch back in court

The case filed by Otto Sprenger 
and the limited liability company 
(LLC) Deercrest against the Village of 
Antioch, Lake County and Kenneth 
Glick on Sept 6, 2000 will go back 
before Judge Wallace Dunn on Feb. 
13, It had been anticipated that Dunn 
would rule on the motions submitted 
by both plaintiffs and defendants last 
November, but the judge asked that 
me plaintiffs suit be amended and 
re-filed. ".':■ * 

The objective of the suit filed by 



Sprenger and Deercrest is to have the 
Northeast Sewerage System attach to 
the Sprenger/ Deercrest property so 
that die land can developed under' 
the PUD (planned unit development) 
approved by the Village of Antioch. 
Last fall, Lake County and Glick 
sought to have the case dismissed. 
Their petitions, in short, said they 
were under no obligation to grant 
(Glick) and obtain (Lake County) 
easements on the Glick property 
where the county "stubbed" its 
Installation of the sewerage system. 
The property in question lies 
between the stubbed sewerage 



system and the Deercrest property. 
According to Marc Neuerman, a 

participant in Deercrest, LLC, the 
Lake Forest Preserves has closed on ' 
the property purchased from Glick. 
"They bought the property with full 
knowledge of our lawsuit," said 
Neuemian, who added the entity had 
been provided with a "lis pendens" 
(notification of a pending lawsuit) 
back In September. "Additionally, all 
county board members also serve on 
the Forest Preserve board," he said.

Electronic filing encouraged 



Revenue Director Glen Bower, 
Comptroller Dan Hynes, and State 
Treasurer Judy Baar Topinka today 
urged taxpayers to join the 1.1 million 
who embraced electronic commerce 
to file their tax returns last year. 

Hynes and Bower said that pay- 
ment of income tax refunds in 
"about one week" to citizens who 

■ 

both file their taxes electronically 
and have their refunds direct de- 
posited gives taxpayers a reason to 
use electronic filing. 

Topinka and Bower announced * 
further expansions of the Treasurer's 
credit card program that 4,400 tax- 
payers used to pay $1.7 million in 
taxes last year. 

The three state officials said that 
besides faster refunds, electronic 
commerce offers taxpayers conve- 
nience, confirmation of filing and 
payment, and improved accuracy. 

Controller Hynes noted mat his 
office processed more than 260,000 
refunds via direct deposit last year, 
twice as many as the previous year. 
Even more growth is anticipated mis 
year when paper filers can use direct 
deposit 

" I strongly urge all eligible taxpay- 
ers to use electronic filing and direct 
deposit," Hynes said. That option al- 
lows for the fastest and most efficient 
turnarounds for refunds. Direct de- 
posit Is the most secure and cost-ef- 
fective means of distributing refunds." 

Comptroller Hynes said that 
while only taxpayers who use both 
electronic filing and direct deposit 
will enjoy the approximately seven- 
day turn around for refunds, taxpay- 
ers who only use direct deposit will 
also see a benefit. " The money be- 
longs to taxpayers," said Hynes. "It's 
our job to put it in their hands as 



quickly and as safely as possible." 

Treasurer Topinka said that the 
expansion of the credit card pay- 
ment program to include estimated 
paymentsand previous year's taxes 
and the offering of an Internet pay- 
ment option added convenience to 
taxpayers: "Although taxes are never 
fun, these initiative ofTer a faster, 
easier way to pay mem." 

"We are always looking for ways 
to improve service using modem 
technology, and the Internet offers us 
some great options," Topinka said. 

Director Bower urged taxpayers 
to check their tax booklets, talk to 
their tax professionals, or visit the 
department's web site at www.rev- 
enue.state.il.us to select an electron- 
ic filing method from among the 
four available: 1) I-File - free Inter- 
net filing through the department's 
web site open to 4.3 million taxpay- 
ers, twice as many as last year. 
, DTeleFile - free filing by touch-tone 
telephone, available to 2.3 million 
taxpayers, three times as many as 
last year. TeleFilers must complete 
the worksheet in their tax booklets 
before calling. l)e-FUe - filing 
through a tax professional, available 
to 5 million, or 1) Retail software - fil- 
ing on-line through a commercial 
tax preparation package like Turbo 
Tax or Tax Cut, available to 5 million 
taxpayers. 

All electronic filing methods 
provide a confirmation of filing, in- 
clude edits that eliminate math er- 
rors, and several offer filing from 
home at their convenience. 

"Last year 260,000 taxpayers re- 
ceived their refunds in a week by fil- 
ing electronically and using direct 
deposit," Bower said. "I urge to try 
electronic filing this year."

Scan system set for Lake County voting

For the April 3 consolidated elec- 
tions, new optical scan units will be 
used throughout Lake County that 
will count ballots as they are Insert- 
ed into the polling place ballot box. 
According to Colleen Conarchy, di- 
rector of elections in Lake County, 
results should be available in about 
half the time while offering more 
safeguards to voters. 

The ballots are counted as they 
go along," said Conarchy. "When the 
polls close, the results can be sent via 
modem. The only thing that could 



hold this process up would be lack of 
an active phone line. Before, every- 
thing had to be packed and moved 
before the counting could even be- 
gin.* 

. The ballot itself is a single sheet 
of paper that is issued along with a 
marking pen to the voters. Voters are 
instructed to completely color in the 
oval next to the name of the candi- 
dates of their choice. 

"The optical scan technology 
prevents an over- vote (voting for too 
many people for the same office)," 
said Conarchy. "When the ballot is 
inserted, it will let the voter know 
that he or she has voted for too many 



candidates. It then gives voters the 
option of spoil the ballot andstarting 
over, or allowing the over-vote which 
will void the vote for that office." 

Registration for absentee voting 
begins on Feb. 22 and closes on 
March 6. Requests for absentee bal- 
lots can be made online or by calling 
360-5928. Ballots need to be re- 
turned on or before election day. 

"We're different from Florida," 
said Conarchy. "Ballots have to be 
returned by April 3 to be counted."

The statement indicated that some of the 
technical defects with McCarty's nominating 
petition Include minor things such as the no- 
tary forgetting to mark "Lake" as the county 
where the documents were signed on one sheet 
out of 1 1 pages of signatures. 

It further stated that McCarty felt the voters 
generally deserved an election not tainted by 
judicially induced uncertainty. He said, "I can- 
not in good conscience wage a divisive court 
battle that could jeopardize the balance of the 



election for the other candidates." 

After the hearing, Larson said, "All docu- 
mentation (supporting the allegations made by 
her, Baba and Karasek) came from the county 
clerk's office. It was not personalities deciding 
about the signatures, there were legal docu- 
ments to back things up." 

McCarty concluded that he "wished all the 
Antioch voters to understand and appreciate 
the extent of improper efforts utilized by the 
current administration to retain firm control 
over the village,"

have amended and re-filed the suit as request- 
ed by Dunn. Neuerman said a copy of the spe- 
cific location of the easement, and a copy of the 
specific document signed by Glick that went to 
Lake County have been attached. Additionally, 
the final plans that showed the sewer pipelines 
as drawn up by Clark Dietz, the Village of Anti- 
och's engineers.

400 people," said Markovics. "It's great! The 
town's people walk around through your for- 
mation. We give out small gifts to the chil- 
dren. The people ask for your autograph and 
are a little bit in awe." 

Markovics said the preparation for the 
trip is intensive. "The week in Atlanta we pre- 
pare about 18 hours a day," he said. "You're 
meeting everybody (the other band members) 
for the first time, and getting your uniforms 
together.

"The performances are very integrated with 
the crowd," said Markovics. "There is a drum 
performance where the drums are being 
thrown. It's something." 

Highlights from trips past include staying 



at the NATO base while in the Netherlands in 
1999. "They couldn't find enough room for all 
of us in other places so we stayed on die base," 
Markovics explained. "It wasn't the most luxu- 
rious place I've been, but I can say I did it." 

In Luxembourg, the town paid for the en- 
tire band to have a spaghetti dinner. In Hei- 
delberg, entertainment included a carnival on 
the military base. "The safety standards aren't 
what they are here," noted Markovics. "Some 
of the rides were crazy." 

The tuition of about $3,000 covers every- 
thing from nice lodging, breakfast and dinner, 
transportation and transfers and a cruise 
down the Rhine River for the three weeks in 
Europe and preparation time spent in Atlanta. 
While Lencioni was able to save for the trip last 
summer, Markovics Is hoping to find sponsor- 
ship through a philanthropic organization. 

Markovics biggest piece of advice to 
Lencioni is to make sure he has a long layover 
in Atlanta on the return flight. "Saying good- 
bye is hard," said Markovics. "You meet great 
people. You're thrown in together with kids 
from all over the country you don't know, and 
you're instantly friends."

Treat snow-laden trees 

with care this spring 



December's snow, ice and cold weather 
have left many shrubs and trees throughout 
northern Illinois weighted down and bent, with 
some to the point where breakage may even 
occur. 

"With proper care and patience, though, 
the plants can often recover," said John A. 
Church, University of Illinois Extension Educa- 
tor, Natural Resources, Rockford. 

There are different approaches to handing 
a snow or ice problem on different types of 
plants. On evergreen shrubs and trees, Church 
advisees taking a "wait and see" approach as 
much as possible. Let Mother Nature reduce 
the problem by allowing the ice and snow to 
melt. Do not force ice and frozen snow of 
branches, which can cause more damage. 
Loose snow can be brushed off to help reduce 
the weight load. Broken branches that present 
a danger to people, buildings, other parts of the 
tree or to surrounding plants can be cut offand 
removed if conditions permit. Use boards or 
other props under heavy-laden branches to 
help reduce further breakage. Carefully remove 
heavy snow mat has been piled on shrubs from 
shoveling or plowing. 

It may take some patience to deal with 
evergreens by letting the snow melt and then 
letting the tree or shrub regain its natural 
shape, especially if the winter weather contin- 
ues to be cold and snowy. Some branches may 
need to be pruned out next spring, while some 
may remain bent for a year or more, but give 
time to help the tree regain its appearance be- 
fore doing any severe pruning. 

On deciduous trees, icing may cause more 
damage than heavy snow. Even if the damage 
is severe, the tree can usually be saved with 
proper pruning and care. The trees may not be 
"pretty" again right away, but most should re- 
cover well. Pruning cuts should be made flush 
against another branch if possible and do not 
leave small stubs at the'ends of branches after 
pruning. If a branch has completely been broke 
off the tree, removing the damaged stubs will 
help keep the tree healthier. Stubs are more 
susceptible to allowing decay and disease to 
enter the plant. 

Fertilize and water the damaged trees and 
shrubs properly next spring, Church said, not- 



ing that stressed and damaged plants are the 
most susceptible to disease, insect, and weath- 
er related stresses. It will also help promote new 
growth to replace th'e damaged areas. 

Be careful to protect the plants from addi- 
tional damage, but also protect anyone work- 
ing around snow covered plants or doing trim- 
ming or other repair work. Don't stand below 
heavy-laden limbs when working on the plant. 
If pruning is needed, homeowners may need to 
contact professional tree trimmers to safely and 
properly repair large trees. Church advises ob- 
taining several bids and asking each contractor 
to explain their procedures in advance. 

Information on repair pruning, ice-tolerate 
trees, general maintenance, and other infor- 
mation is available through the Lake County 
Unit office of University of Illinois Extension, 
located in Grayslake, phone 223-8627.

Last year, while pitching for two different 
minor league teams, Rausch put up some 
dominating numbers. He was a combined 16- 
4 with an ERA in the mid twos, striking out 187 
batters in 167 innings. But when will we see 
the future star who was so highly-touted at 
last year's Olympics? 

"We don't allow Jerry to talk about him," 
joked Williams, who knows there will be plen- 
ty to say when Rausch finally arrives in the big 
leagues for good. "We'd like to take our time. 
We've got some other young guys, guys like 
Wells, Garland, Rocky BiddJe, Lorenzo Barcelo 
and Mark Buehrie. When they get the ball they 
need to establish themselves." 

Rest assured this club was no one -year ' 
wonder. They are for real. Newly acquired 
catcher Sandy Alomar Jr. will provide veteran ' ' 
leadership to this young pitching staff, and the 
Fight Sox will now be a year smarter, better 

• developed, and no doubt hungry to take the 
next step, which is — dare we say it — a 
World Series appearance. 

So what if they play 55 miles away in a 
park that nobody cares about This team is 
one of the few left that has heart, character, 
desire, and yes, they even have fun on the 
field.

Finally, In example #4, the author tells us 
that we shouldn't nag.

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Group calls for immediate 
work on highway upgrades 



Calling the proposed construction of Rte. 
53 "paralyzing and polarizing," a group of elect- 
ed officials called for state authorities to im- 
mediately initiate solutions to Lake County's 
highway transportation mess. 

They spoke out at a press forum at Long 
Grove sponsored by Citizens Organized for 
Sound Transportation (COST). 

The gathering was triggered by an an- 
nouncement from the Illinois State Toll High- 
way Authority of retrenchment from plans for 
the controversial highway due to financial 
problems at the agency. 

Village Trustee Edward Sullivan told how 
the Mundelein council remains polarized on 
Rte. 53. The council members are in unani- 
mous agreement that stale officials should 
launch upgrades of existing highways "this 
summer/' Sullivan reported. 

Long Grove Mayor Lenore Simmons called 
for an immediate solution to highway traffic 
problems. "$8 million was spent on a Rte. 53 
study. That's enough money for eight intersec- 
tion improvements. Let's not wait any longer," 
Simmons stated. 

"Rte. 53 is a diversion. Rte. 53 debate is a 
distraction. It takes energy away from focusing 
on needs now," declared newly elected County 
Board Rep. Michael Talbot (R- Lake Zurich). Tal- 
bot is a former Lake Zurich village trustee. 

Stacy Braverman, Grayslake village trustee 
and candidate for mayor, spoke out in favor of 
alternatives to Rte. 53, which would make 



"matters worse" in Grayslake. Braverman 
pointed out the new multi-vcrsity being con- 
structed in Grayslake will be "strangled" in traf- 
fic gridlock unless something is done. 

"Let's face reality. Let's join together and 
improve existing highways," asserted Grayslake 
Trustee Cheryl in a call for solidarity among 
Lake County Villages. 

Hawthorn Woods Trustee Steve called for 
end to bikcring over Rte. 53. He said there are 
"other means" to respond to traffic problems 
than the construction of Rte. 53. 

David Kolata of die Environmental Law 
and Policy Center said tofiway officials face "in- 
surmountable" financial problems. He said 
funding is available for a 10-year plan to up- 
grade existing highways. The tollway authori- 
ty needs $3 billion for existing needs without 
considering Rte. 53. 

Only one to speak in favor of Rte. 53 was 
Buffalo Grove Mayor Elliot Hartstein. To a hail 
of laughter, Hartstein called Rte. 53 plans 
"meaningful and effective." 

Sullivan ripped a citizens advocacy group 
campaigning for Rte. 53 as "a sham." 

Susan Zingle, a member of COST and the 
Lake County Conservation Alliance, invited 
Rte. 53 advocates to join the effort to elimi- 
nate congestion. In opening the meeting, 
Zingle stressed that there are no funds for 
Rte. 53 * We can't wait any longer. Let's stop 
the endless divisive talk about a road we can't 
afford. *

Regional framework plan update underway 



The process to update the Lake County 
"Regional Framework Plan" got underway with 
a public kick-off meeting at die College of Lake 
County in Grayslake. The county's Regional 
Planning Commission, along with the Depart- 
ment of Planning, Building and Development, 
held the kfek-off meeting to assure mat town- 
ship and municipal officials, non -governmen- 
tal organizations, minority groups, business 
groups, and interested residents will be in- 
volved from the beginning of the process. 

The Lake County Regional Framework Plan 
is the comprehensive plan that governs overall 
development in the country. The current plan, 
which was adopted by the county board in 
1994, contains policies and goals for land use, 
infrastructure, housing, employment, natural 
landscape and open space, and community 
design in the county. Tlic purpose of the plan 
is to provide guidance for the location, type, 
and intensity of development to occur 
throughout the county. 



As mandated by the Lake County Unified 
Development Ordinance, the framework plan 
must be updated every five years.. 

The Regional Framework Plan updating 
process began with the kick-off meeting. Lake 
County Board Chair Suzi Schmidt an audience 
of over 100 local community leaders, county 
residents and staff to welcome them and offi- 
cially begin the process. 

Also addressing the crowd was county 
board member and Planning, Building, and 
Zoning Committee Chair Larry Leafblad, who 
discussed why the planning process is impor- 
tant to Lake County. The county's director of 
the Planning, Building, and Development De-* 
partment, Phil Rovang also discussed die im- 
portance of regional planning, as did Jim Ford 
of die Northeastern Illinois Planning Commis- 
sion. ' *

Storied restaurant owner ready to turn over keys 









A half-century old tradition will come to a 
close at the auction block this month. 

An auction at Fox Lake Auction and Expo 
Center is planned for 11 a.m. on Feb. 18, for 
Sabatini's Restaurant, located off Long Lake in 
Ingleside, just outside of Round Lake. 

The entrance, with its familiar U S" on the 
brick, tells of the transition. Next to the auction 
sign is an ad for three comedians appearing at 
a Valentine's weekend special Feb. 10. The auc- 
don will be at Fox Lake Aucdon and Expo Cen- 
ter, Herman Behm, presiding. An initial show- 
ing of die building and property was held. 

"The showing went very well, " said Angelo 
Orlando, family spokesman. 

Another showing will be held Feb. 10, 1-3 
p.m. 

The restaurant on the east side of Ingleside 
has been in the family name since 1947. Its 
founder was Dominick and "Mamma" Sabati- 
ni, who once operated the Erie Sandwich Shop 



in Chicago. 

After Dominick died in 1958, it was up to 
Mamma and her children to run the popular 
eatery and keep up with the changing times. 
Joe Sabatini kept up the 1957 building from 
when fancy dining was an in-thing through dis- 
co and the rise of fast food. It has been redeco- 
. rated many times since and seats 200 comfort- 
ably in four dining areas. 

"The Sabatinis would like their legacy to be 
good food and good fun. There are a lot of peo- 
ple who came here as children whose children 
are now coming here," Orlando said. 

The Sabatinis operated Long Lake Picnic 
Grove for decades. People could pay a slip fee, 
park their boat here, and stop by for an after- 
noon sandwich from the snack shop. They 
could stay at cabins near a channel. 

Orlando said Joe Sabatini wishes to travel 
more when he gives up the business. He said 
die restaurant will still be open until the hoped- 



for new owners take over. 

"All the family members grew up in the 
restaurant business. Joe went to college and 
earned a business degree while he worked 
here," Orlando said. 

Joe Sabatini, 73 and his cousin, Ralph 
Rossi, run die restaurant on a daily basis. 
The famous such as Mike Ditka, ex-Bears 
coach and players dined here. "But they never 
kept a journal or took pictures. People would 
just wave to them," Orlando said. 

"In the 1940s, 1950s, 1960s and 1970s, it 
was known as a classy restaurant. But in the 
1980s, fast food took over. Big dining rooms are 
making a comeback, though," Orlando said. 

Through the years, Mamma Sabatini, whose 
framed photo has a prominent place in the lob- 
by, would go from table to table to make sure 
everyone had enough of everything. She kept 
track of families and their comings and goings. 

"At one time, during the disco era, you 



could not get in the place. There was cars lined 
up all the way down Rollins Rd.," Orlando said. 

Sabatini's was also well-known for post-hunt- 
ing season progressive dinners. Its drive had white 
stones, once the symbol of the Chain O' Lakes. 

"At first, there were 70 guys and it grew to 
300. We had all the prominent people in Lake 
County here," he said. 

The entire area, now Forest Preserve across 
Rollins Rd. and to the north, was once picnic 
groves around the lake. People would get per- 
mission from farmers to picnic there. 

The family history began when Ada and 
Dominick Sabitini came to America from Val- 
bona, Italy, a tiny village of 100. They left at age 
22, with plenty of enthusiasm. Until 1947 they 
operated the sandwich shop with their family 
of seven. A backroom had a large table with 10 
chairs, known as "Mamma's boardroom."

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Local schools to benefit 
from state assistance 



School districts throughout the state, in* 
eluding 18 locally, will benefit with state assis- 
tance for their top priority maintenance pro- 
jects, according to Senator Bill Peterson (R-Long 
Grove). Statewide, 860 school districts will ben- 
efit with several districts receiving two separate 
grants. Schools in the 26lh District will see more 
than $1.1 million of the $73 million program. 

"When large maintenance problems arise, 
it can really burden a school district financial- 
ly," said Peterson, a former teach and school 
administrator. "This grant program helps 
school meet that burden and make repairs or 
improvements that will help enhance either the 
safety, atmosphere or comfort of our local 
school buildings. With these grants they can 
make improvements more quickly and give our 
children a better environment in which to 
learn/ 

Fiscal Year 2001 is the second year for the 
School Maintenance Grant Program, which

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Motion spells 
progress at CLC 

Inwardly and outwardly, the College of Lake County is a study in 
motion. Passcrsby of the main campus at Grayslakc will see 
the new University Center taking shape and groundbreaking 
next year for a new technology building. 

In the annual CLC report covering 1999/2000, Chairperson Bar- 
bara D. Oilschlager called attention to a new initiative approved by 
the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers for enhancing the natural beauty 
of the campus. One third of the campus will be preserved for nat- 
ural areas. 

What casual visitors and bypassers aren't aware of are seemingly 
endless changes taking place within school walls. President 
Gretchen J. Naff reported the changes grow out of a question that 
CLC officials continually ask: Are we meeting students' needs? 

In the last year, CLC added 15 new academic programs and hired 
1 9 new faculty members. New programs include such diverse ar- 
eas of study as dental hygiene, computer programming, profession- 
al cook, automotive certification and early childhood education. 
Online courses were expanded and three new online degrees were 
approved by the North Central Assn. of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools. 

A comparison of the composition of CLC's student body shows 
significant change. In 1985, almost 87 percent of the CLC students 
were white. Today, the percentage of white students is 64 with 31 
percent representing minorities. 

Among the constants of a well-rounded overall program is an out- 
reach effort for youngsters from economically disadvantaged 
homes. In its ninth year, Educational Talent Search serves more 
than 900 sixth through 12th graders from the Waukegan, Zion, 
North Chicago and Round Lake school districts. Through field 
trips, speakers and job shadowing, students are helped in setting 
long-range goals. 

Financially, CLC expenditures continue to increase to fill a broad 
educational mission. For the report year, expenditures amounted 
to more than $40 million. Revenues totalled $51.1 million with lo- 
cal resources providing $28.3 million, tuition and fees amounting to 
SI 1.6 million and state resources contributing $9.6 million. 

Economic picture 
bright in county 

In the Year 2000, the Lake County population went up and un- 
employment and the number of persons employed went down. 
Among other things, tharcould meaYi that job creation isn't 
keeping up with the population or it could mean that people 
prefer to live in Lake County and work elsewhere. 

No matter how figures are interpreted, the economic picture in 
Lake County remains bright in contrast to indications of slower 
growth at regional and national levels. 

Lake County Partners, a consortium of private businesses, issued 
an economic report for 2000 showing robust health in terms of cor- 
porate expansions, relocations, new contracts and partnerships. 

For areas reporting, a total of 9,973,390 square feet of new com- 
mercial space was occupied, newly acquired or began construction.* 
A total of 1,353,186 square feet of commercial space was put under 
lease. Together, the two figures demonstrate an astounding 
amount of building activity in the commercial sector. 

The report ranged from business giants like Allstate Insurance, 
Abbott Laboratories, Baxter International and Motorola to individu- 
ally owned proprietorships. 

The October 2000 unemployment rate in the county was 2.6 per- 
. cent, the lowest monthly unemployment rate of the year. This 
compared to an annualized unemployment rate of 3.4 percent for 
1999, The national unemployment rate for November 2000 was 4.0 
percent. While job figures complied today might indicate an in- 
crease in unemployment, the Lake County economy definitely is in 

growth mode.; 

The number of workers in the Lake County workforce decreased 
from an annualized figure of 329,923 in 1999 to 325,684 in October 

2000. 

The lease and construction figures did not include the new Uni- 
versity Center now under construction at the Grayslake campus of 
College of Lake County or the new Lake Forest Hospital satellite to 
be built on Rte. 120 east of Grayslake. 

Construction, leasing and job creation, of course, are only some 
of the pieces of the overall economy. They are significant enough, 
though, to indicate that economy still continues to hum along nice- 
ly in Lake County, 
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Lakehurst outlived experts' predictions 



Marketing experts have 
documented that the 
life of the average Amer- 
ican regional shopping 
center is 25 years. That figure 
loomed large after Lakehurst Shop- 
ping Mall locked up last week, five 
years after it was supposed to be 
dead. 

The hulking Lake County retail 
center has become a validation of 
U.S. shopping mall history, hanging 
on the past few years due to the 
stubbornness of a handful of ten- 
ants, the tenacity of developer Mar- 
tin T\iohy who continues to pursue a 
Phoenix-like restoration plan and 
Carson's, which has reinvented itself 
to serve an ever-changing market- 
place. 

Lakehurst opened in the fall of 
1971 to Ringling-like fanfare and the 
echoes of a shotgun marriage with 
the City of Waukegan. The late May- 
or Robert Sabonjian employed cre- 
ative annexation maneuvers to in- 
sure that new shopping center tax 
income would accrue to the county 
seat. 

The glittering new center in time 
destroyed Waukegan's long thriving 
Genesee St. retail community. Pio- 
necrWaukegan merchant families 
like the Morrisons and Durkins and 
their neighbors were staggered. 
Shock waves ripped into other 
county shopping districts. Liber- 
tyville and Grayslake with traditional 
main street shopping hubs keyed by 
stalwart business families like Lang- 
worthy and Hook particularly felt 
the impact of Lakehurst. Through 
the fortunes of geography and the 
skill of a handful of owner-opera- 
tors, Antioch avoided the negative 
impact of Lakehurst. 

Lakehurst now stands empty, wait- 
ing for an angel. A new generation 
of shoppers patronizes countless 
strip malls and a wave of creative 
merchants finding vitality in home- - 
town settings on main street. 

Ominous thought: The clock is 
ticking for Hawthorn Center and 
Gurnce Mills. 

Changing stores 

Mundelein's loss is Gurnee's gain. 
Larry Idstein is stepping down as 
president of Mundelein MainStreet. 
Idstein, a senior manager with the 
Ace Hardware group owned by Rich 
Laskowski, is taking over Gurnee Ace 
after 18 years in Mundelein. Idstein 
was a leader in revitalizing 
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Mundelein through Mundelein 
Pride Inc., a forerunner of 
Mundelein MainStreet. 

Durbin challenger 

Imagine a U.S. senator more liberal 
than Diane Feinstein of California or 
the team of big government 
spenders from Maryland. According 
to tax attorney John Cox, they pale 
in comparison to Sen. Dick Durbin 
of Illinois, who is up for re-election 
next year. So Cox has decided to 
challenge Durbin in 2002, the first 
Republican to announce. Cox will 
be remembered as a conservative 
contender for the GOP nomination 
for 10th District Congress last year. 
He finished a respectible third out of 
a field of 11.

County Board wants a new tax

but will it get rid of traffic gridlock? 



As Yogi Berra would say, it's 
like deja-vu all over again. 
After failing for some 
years to get die legislature 
to grant authority to raise the gas tax 
up to 4 cents a gallon, the Lake 
County Board now is looking for a 
different tax source to do the same 
thing. Members are asking the legis- 
lature to allow them to ask voters in 
a referendum to approve a 25 cents 
per $100 sales tax to be used for 
transportation purposes. 

Since pump prices have reached 
astronomical proportions to the 
point that the state even suspended 
for a period of time a sales tax on 
gasoline, proponents for a county 
gas tax knew that it would be fruit- 
less to impose such a tax. 

It has been estimated that a 25 

■ 

percent countywide sales tax would 
generate up to $22 million dollars a 
year for road work. Right now, the 
county spends about $17 million per 
year for road improvements, so the 
countywide sales tax would at least 
double the amount now spent for 
road improvements. 

If the legislature approves, the 
likelihood is that the sales tax refer-

endum would be on the 2002 ballot. 
Since County Board districts will 
soon be re-mapped, that is the year 
when every County Board member 
is up for election.

Avon Township (Round Lake area, 
Grayslake) is playing musicaJ chairs 
with the key position of assessor, the 
elected official who sets the table for 
the real estate tax man. 

Jan Roth, interim Avon assessor, is giv- 
ing serious thought to leaving her job after 
the April 3 election although she could retain 
the position until Dec 31. 

Because of a combination of legal tech- 
nicalities and hard luck bad timing, Roth was 
unable to comply with statutory residence re- 
quirements to run for assessor. 

Roth, a resident of Newport Township, 
became chief deputy assessor in 1995. She. 
served in this capacity until Marlene 

Oplawskl, elected in 1997, resigned. The 
deputy and her husband were in the 
process of buying Oplawski's Round Lake 
home to comply with the residence statute 
when they missed the one year residency 
requirement before the Jan. 24, 2000 dead- 
line. 

"We couldn't close on our home in time. 
We were off a few days. But that was enough." 
Roth inquired into the legality of the statutory 
requirement, but an Appellate Court ruling 
upheld the one-year stipulation. 

If Roth leaves office, the town board has 
the responsibility of appointing another in- 
terim assessor who could be one of die win- 
ners of the April 3 election. 



Separate views 

Fremont Township Supervisor Pete 
Tekampe and County Board Rep. Diana 
O'Kelly (R-Mundelein) normally see eye-to- 
eye on issues for the betterment of the town- 
ship. They are miles apart, though, on county 
proposals to build a grade separation at 
Gilmer and Fairfield Rds. At S4.2 million, 
Tekampe says the plan is wasteful and unnec- 
essary. 

O'Kelly likes the proposal for improving 
safety and the distinction of being the only 
township with a grade separation.

Now, that is deja-vu all over again.

C onstruction accident lawsuit 
settled after worker injury 












A lawsuit filed against State Bank of 
the Lakes and several sub contractors has 
been settled in Lake County circuit court 
for $605,000 according to Libertyville per- 
sonal injury attorney Douglas Rallo. Rallo 
represented Jesus Rodriguez, a construc- 
tion worker at the bank's Spring Grove fa- 
cility. 

On Sept. 4, 1998, "Jesus was at the site to 
prepare it for a concrete pour that morning 
and saw two 4 by 8 sheets of plywood laying 
on top of one another," said Rallo. "The ply- 
wood sheets were not nailed down or 
marked to indicate that they covered a hole 
in the floor," he said. Jesus picked the sheets 
up one by one. "Without any warning on the 
plywood itself, and since Jesus couldn't see 
far in front of him when he picked up the 
wood, he was unable to avoid falling into the 



hole," said Rallo. Rodriguez was transported 
from the scene to Lutheran General Hospi- 
tal in Park Ridge where he was treated for a 
fractured pelvis and several broken ribs sus- 
tained in the accident. 

According to Rallo, "the lawsuit alleged 
that certain subcontractors laid the plywood 
on the concrete floor without nailing them 
down and marking them with the word 
"hole," both of which were required by 

OSHA. Also, as owner and general contrac- 
tor in control of the work, the bank had a le- 
gal duty to supervise and make sure the 

property was safe for the workers." 

In addition to the $605,000 settlement, 
Rallo filed a workers' compensation claim 
forhis client, and obtained $133,188 in ben- 
efits from his employers' insurance compa- 
ny.

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Board names gallery 

after Robert Wright 



The College of Lake County board of 
trustees honored the late Robert T. Wright, a 
former CLC trustee and Foundation board 
member, by adopting a resolution naming the 
Community Gallery of Art on the Grayslake 
Campus as the Robert T. Wright Community 
Gallery of Art An official ceremony to unveil a 
plaque with Wright's name will be held at the 
next CLC Foundation board meeting on Feb. 
15. 

A strong advocate for higher education and 
an art enthusiast, Wright played a major role in 
the formation of the College of Lake County by 
chairing the Lake County Junior College Asso- 
ciation from 1946-1967. He provided leader- 
ship as a CLC trustee from 1971-1977 and 



served as board chairman in 1976. He also was 
active in the CLC Foundation, serving on the 
board for 24 years, participating in the cultural 
committee and helping to establish the Com- 
munity Gallery of Art through a significant en- 
dowment gift Additionally, Wright promoted 
the college and the Foundation through his in- 
volvement in many community organizations. 
He died on Oct. 21, 2000 at the age of 94. 

"Mr. Wright was a strong advocate for the 
College of Lake County and an enthusiastic 
supporter of the Community Gallery of Art. 
Naming of the gallery in his honor is a fitting 
tribute to his work on behalf of art and higher 
education," commented CLC President Dr. 
Gretchen J. Naff. 
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Fitzgerald sponsors hunger relief plan 



In an effort to aid our nation's neediest 
families and combat hunger around the world, 
U.S. Senator Peter G. Fitzgerald (R-Illinois) is 
backing legislation making it easier for busi- 
nesses to donate food to charity. 

"For the past decade, we have experienced 
one of the longest and most prosperous peri- 
ods of economic growth In our nation's histo- 
ry. Unfortunately, some families remain hun- 
gry," Fitzgerald said. According to reports, Sec- 
ond Harvest food banks, the nation's largest 
hunger relief network,. provides emergency 
food aid to approximately 26 million Ameri- 
cans each year. 

Food banks and charities are facing an up- 
hill battle to meet the demand for food assis- 
tance, due in large part to a recent decline in 
corporate and business food donations. Many 
food banks have traditionally relied on corpo- 
rate food contributions to help those in need, 
but improvements in production technology 
have caused those donations-generated large- 
ly by overproduction and other production in- 
efficiencies-to decline in recent years, Nearly 
one million needy people-more than 20 per- 
cent of all Americans seeking emergency 
hunger relief-were turned away from food 
banks in 1999 for a lack of food, according to 
Second Harvest. 

"It's unfortunate when charities have to 
turn hungry people away because there isn't 
enough food, especially since so much food 
goes to waste every year." Fitzgerald said, 
pointing to U.S. Department of Agriculture sta- 
tistics showing that up to 96 billion pounds of 
food go to waste annually in this country. 



To address the food banks' shortages, 
Fitzgerald is co-sponsoring a measure that will 
expand and increase a tax incentive that en- 
courages businesses to donate excess food to 
help needy families. Fitzgerald, who initially 
co-sponsored the hunger relief measure last 
year, joined Senate Agriculture Committee 
Chairman Richard Lugar (R-Indlana) in rein- 
troducing the bill. 

Under current law, corporations are able 
to deduct from income taxes a portion of the 
cost of the food they donate to charity. Be- 
cause many businesses have found the deduc- 
tion insufficient to offset their costs, they have 
opted, in many instances, not to make contri- 
butions at all. Fitzgerald's bill will increase the 
deduction to make giving affordable for busi- 
nesses, and extend the tax incentive-which is 
currently available only to large corporations- 
to all business" taxpayers, including farmers, 
ranchers, restaurant owners, and other small 
business owners. 

"This common-sense proposal will boost 
charitable food donations by allowing farmers 
and restaurant owners-who arc sometimes in 
a superior position to donate food-to take ad- 
vantage of this tax incentive and help needy 
families," Fitzgerald concluded. 

Separately, Fitzgerald authored and passed 
legislation last year to make grocery shopping 
easier for families who depend on food stamps. 
The senator's bill, signed into law by President 
Clinton in Feb. 2000, will improve the efficien- 
cy of the food stamp program by making elec- 
tronic food stamp accounts accessible any- 
where in the country.

Department of Commerce, in 1997 the average 
American adults ranked chocolate ass the most

Myth: The fat in chocolate will raise cho- 
lesterol. 

Fact: Saturated fats normally are what in- 
crease cholesterol in our bodies. Stearic acid, 
which is me main saturated fat in chocolatc( 
specifically cocoa butter), does not raise blood 
cholesterol levels. A study where subjects ate a 
1.4 oz chocolate bar instead of a high carbohy- 
drate snack found that the chocolate bar did not 
raise low- density lipoprotein levels (LDLor "bad 
cholesterol") but actually increased high - densi- 
ty lipoprotein levels (HDL or "good cholesterol"). 

Myth: Chocolate doesn't have many vita- 
mins or minerals. 

Fact Wliile chocolate milk has more sugar, 
it also has Iiigher levels of zinc, potassium, cop- 
per and magnesium dian plain milk. Solid choco- 
late is a major source of copper and magnesium.

Myth: Chocolate causes cavities. 

Fact: Candy alone does not cause cavities. 
Susceptible teeth, dental plaque, and food cause 
cavities. Cocoa and chocolate actually have the 
ability to offset the acid - producing potential of 
the sugar they contain. Milk chocolate has a 
high content of protein, calcium, phosphate and 
other minerals, which have protective effects on 
tooth enamel. Also, since it contains fat, milk 
chocolate clears the mouth relatively faster than 
other candies, so milk chocolate may be less 
cavity causing. Remember that the best way to 
prevent cavities is to regularly use fluoride, prac- 
tice proper oral hygiene, visit your dentist

Plain tap water, for example, can con- 
tain microorganisms such as Cryptosporidi- 
um and Giardia that can cause serious ill- 
ness that is potentially fatal. It may also con- 
tain other contaminants detrimental to 
health over the short or long term, such as 
lead or high levels of chlorine. 
Links between microorganisms and illness 
are long-standing and well established. 
However, chlorine and substances linked to 
the presence of chlorine in drinking water, 
are only now being fully evaluated by the 
medical and scientific community. Recent- 
ly, studies have proven links between chlo- 
rine byproducts found in chlorinated tap 
water, miscarriages and cancer. 

It's little wonder that The Water Quality 
Association, which polls consumers annual- 



ly on water-quality issues, reports that 72% 
of consumers were concerned with some as- 
pect of their water quality, with almost half 
of consumers indicating they are concerned 
about possible health contaminants in their 
drinking water. 

There are several ways to avoid drinking 
water containing unwanted contaminants. 
At-the-tap filtration units offer the most 
cost-effective and convenient method of 
water treatment in the home. Some health- 
conscious individuals who aren't near their 
kitchen choose bottled water that can come 
from questionable sources. There are also 
various kinds of water filtration systems on 
the market and they are not all equal when 
it comes to eliminating unwanted sub- 
stances. 

Many of the most popular filtration sys- 
tems do an adequate job of removing un- 
wanted contaminants. However some sys- 
tems such as reverse osmosis also remove or 
substantially reduce the levels of beneficial 
fluoride. While there is some debate over 



th? use of fluoride still today, groups rang- 
ing from the American Dental Association to 
the Centers for Disease Control still credit 
fluoride with providing substantial benefits 
for dental health and support its use in 
drinking water. 

One of the most effective filtration sys- 
tems, in terms of both removing unwanted 
contaminants and improving the taste of 
tap water, is the carbon-block filtration 
method. This method is used in filters which 
supplies filtered tap water at the faucet 
whenever the filtering system is activated. 

The best way for health-conscious con- 
sumers to protect themselves is to use a fil- 
tering system backed by certified testing 
and to make sure that the filter is kept in 
good working order with proper mainte- 
nance. With the alternatives to unfiltered 
tap water now available, and their ease of 
use compared to the devices of the past, 
there's little excuse for informed consumers 
to expose themselves to unwanted health 
risks from their own tap water.

Despite ROBl's success, more than 400 Illi- 
nois men, women and children died last year 
waiting for a transplant. Another person is 
added to the national waiting list every 14 min- 
utes, a list that now includes more than 71 ,000 
people (more than 4, 1 00) in Illinois alone). Six- 
teen of these people will die each day waiting. 

"Many of these deaths could be prevent- 
ed if all potential donors would, in fact, be- 
come donors," Anderson said. "We are dedi- 
cated to increasing donor awareness and ed- 
ucation. Too many people are waiting and far 
too many are dying for this not to be an all- 
out commitment." 

Organs and tissues from a single donor 
can help more than 25 individuals. Choosing 
to be a donor is as simple as signing a Uniform 
Donor Card (such as the card on the back of th 
driver's license) and, most importantly, shar- 
ing your intentions with family members. 

ROBI is a not-for-profit, federally designat- 
ed organ procurement organization serving 
the northern three-fourths of Illinois and 
northwest Indiana. ROBI is responsible for re- 
covering and distributing organs and tissues 
for transplantation in accordance with strict 
federal guidelines. In addition, ROBI provides 
education about organ and tissue donation for 
healthcare professionals and the general pub- 
lic.

As the population of Lake County grows, 
so do the number of patients needing cardiac 
diagnoses and treatment. Since 1990, Condell 
Medical Center's Cardiology Services area has 
grown 25 percent, with another 30 percent in- 
crease expected by 2010. Condell cardiolo- 
gists expect to do more than 1 ,300 diagnostic 
and interventional procedures in 2001. 

To help meet this increasing demand, the 
Cardiac Catheterization Laboratory of Con- 
dell Heart Center was set up to expand along 
with the population. It was originally de- 
signed to turn one diagnostic lab into two — a 
"Swing Lab" — at minimum cost and con- 
struction time. 

* 

In many hospitals, a cardiac emergency 
means other patients have to wait an inter- 
minable amount of time. At Condell Medical 
Center, however, the wait is minimal because 
of our Swing Lab. A single piece of imaging 
equipment is mounted so that it will pivot be- 
tween two rooms that are separated by a slid- 
ing lead-lined wall. Each room has an X-ray 
table and its own monitors, while an emer- 
gency patient is being treated, another pa- 
tient can be prepped in the second room. As •

device swings over the second room where a 
cardiologist is ready to begin.

parents undo the damage done by total lack 
of discipline. Unfortunately, I believe that to- 
tal lack of discipline in our schools is an epi- 
demic at this point. I have parents who come 
in and tell me that the classroom teacher is 
complaining everyday about their child's be- 
havior. But, when I ask the parents to ask the 
teachers what kind of discipline is in place to 
stop that kind of behavior in the classroom, 
it's always the same answer. There is none. 
Tell me why a child who is obviously getting 
some sort of gain from bad behavior, would 
just magically want to stop misbehaving be- 
cause a teacher was nice to him or her. It 
doesn't work that way! It never has and never 
will. The only thing that stops bad behavior 
from having power is when doing it costs 
more than not doing it, period. Also, for those 
people who are so "horns waggled" by the 
thought that bad behavior Is a purely emo- 
tional, thing that needs lots of talking, I will 
beg to diner with them too. Misbehavior is 
usually about patterns and power, not emo- 
tions. This is a huge misconception mat pre- 
vents many adults from taking the right steps 
quickly. If you think about misbehaving as an 
emotional reaction, of course you want to 
coddle and protect the child. If you look at the 
misbehavior as a pattern of doing the same 
things and having nothing stop you from do- 
ing it again, that feels pretty powerful and it is 
done again and again. 

It doesn't matter why you misbehave. 
You can and should deal with feelings later, 
after the appropriate structure and discipline. 
What matters is does the misbehavior get the 
child power? Does the misbehavior get the 
child attention? Does the misbehavior get the 
child out of something uncomfortable? Those 
are the things that adults should be thinking 
about. Not is thistrhild having a tantrum be- 
cause of some underlying emotional problem 
and then letting it go because of feeling bad 
about that. That is one of the most irresponsi- 
ble things I can even think of for an adult to 
do. Identify the problem, set the limits and 
then do the talking, after the child knows 
where the line is. 

The faster an adult can use appropriate 
discipline for a misbehavior, the better the 



learning and the more permanent the change 
for the child. When misbehavior is allowed to 
go on, while gaining all kinds of positive at- 
tention for it, it is becoming a permanent 
habit. 

I applaud your follow- through and your 
commitment to your child. Your child will * 
also thank you later on (don't expect that now 
though.) Based on all the parents I have seen 
coming in the last few years with the same 
story as you, I believe that parents are just go- 
ing to have to push their agenda to get the 
daily feedback they need to be able to appro- 
priately structure their child's behavior. It's 
funny how these school personnel talk and 
talk and talk to these misbehaving kids and 
coddle, coddle, coddle and nothing changes 
in terms of behavior. But, just one time that 
child does some sort of appropriate conse- 
quence after school and all of sudden, you see 
a different child. A child who can all of sud- 
den control him or herself, because it means 
something now! Believe me, I have watched it 
happen over and over again. Many parents . 
tell me that they couldn't believe that it was 
mat simple to change it You do need to make 
sure that your discipline is appropriate and 
not abusive. If you need more detail, you can 
call. You already know how I think, but there 
is a lot more I can teach you. 

Just keep on plugging and don't expect to 
get the * powers that be" in line with your way 
of thinking.

Danger above! Snow enemy of Lakeland roofs 



The 40- inches of snow that fell in the Lakeland 
area last December has caused roofing problems 



By PATRICIA L JOHNSON 



The National Climatic Data Center, 
NCDC, reports the annual snowfall for the 
Lakeland area as 37.6". This average is based 
on the amount of snow that has fallen yearly 
over the past 39 years. 

With this figure in mind it's not surprising 
that the 40 inches of snow that fell during De- 
cember 2000, combined with the cold tem- 
peratures, has caused major roofing prob- 
lems for Lake County homeowners. 

Two separate problems arise from an 
abundance of snow on a roof. The first prob- 
lem is that snow is heavy. Calculating your 
roofs snow load capability is a complicated 
process. It begins by determining your roofs 
dead weight, which is the weight of all roofing 
materials including sheathing, roofing paper, 
felt and shingles. Added to that figure is the 
weight of any new layers of roofing material 
added to the original roof. Let's assume that 
your home was originally designed to carry 10 
pounds of roofing material per square foot. If 
you have added any additional roofing mater- 
ial, the snow load capability of your roof is 
then decreased by the added weight of the 
newer materials. 

Snow rakes are the most common means 
of removing snow from roofs and may usual- 
ly be purchased in a variety of sizes, unfortu- 
nately, many stores arc experiencing stock 
shortages due to the tremendous amount of 
snow that has fallen. 



Actual weight of snow varies depending 
upon water content and is measured in terms 
of water depth at 5.2 pounds per square foot. 
A very dry snow has water content of 3%; 
compacted snow has water content of 20%, 
while ice has water content of around 100%. A 
roof designed to carry a snow load of 40 
pounds per square foot should be able to sup- 
port approximately 3'6" of compacted snow. 

Snow buildup on a roof that is not struc- 
turally sound can cause the roof to cave in and 
crush a house. An expert home inspector, 
roofer, carpenter, contractor, architect, or engi- 
neer should be able to help you determine how 
much weight your existing roof can support. 

Water drainage is the second problem 
caused by snow packed roofs. The heat in 
your home rises melting the snow touching 
the roof and turns the snow to water. When 
the weather is cold, as it was last December, 
with an average daily temperature of 19 de- 
grees, the melting snow freezes again when it 
reaches the eaves. This ice buildup creates a 
dam on your roof, with nowhere for the melt- 
ing snow to drain. Eventually the water finds 
a way into your home, either under the shin- 
gles to the ceiling or down the walls. 

The immediate solution is to break the ice 
dams that have formed on the eaves and this 
can be a very costly project. Sammy Biggs, 
owner of Correct Roofing and Construction, 
in Ingleside, estimated the cost of $45-150 per 
hour, per man. Obviously, the cost is going to 
vary depending upon the depth of the ice that

has formed, and the number of workers as* 
signed. 

Sammy estimated that removing snow off 
the roof using a combination of shovel and 
snow rake, cleaning the walkways, and re- 
moving the ice, until flush, from the gutters of 
a 2000 square foot house would cost around 
$500-$600. Shingle damage is a primary con- 
cern to Sammy and his crew. If the ice has 
frozen the shingles to the roof, it's very easy to 
damage the shingles. Sammy has found that 
using a 2 1 /2 pound sledgehammer loosens 
the ice without causing shingle damage. Sam- 
my also finds that an ice ace, similar to those 
used by mountain climbers, is useful In 
breaking the ice buildup. 

Debbie Roland, and her husband Barry, 
own Roland Roofing in the Round Lake area. 
Roland Roofing does not have set fees for 
snow and ice removal, as this is the first year 
that their company has been involved in mat 
process. Each job is individually estimated 
based on the various factors involved, includ- 
ing the size of the home,t he amount of snow, 
the depth of the ice, etc. 

The Roland's have been swamped with . 



orders for roof snow removal and the waiting 
period for this service is now running around 
six weeks. A major factor in the waiting period 
is employee safety. If the Roland's do not feel 
that working conditions are safe, they will not 
send their employees to the job site until the 
working conditions have improved. 

Tom Edgman, owner o.f Plows Unlimited 
located in the high Sierra Mountains tells us 
that "snow on roofs has been a problem here 
in the high Sierras for as long as there has been 
houses". In mat area of the country, workers 
go up on the roof with saws and physically saw 
the snow into large blocks that can then be 
pushed off the side of the houses, Tom sug- 
gests using an ice saw to cut notches in the ice 
dam so the water can drain as a temporary so- 
lution and rccutting the notches as necessary. 
As a permanent solution Tom suggest having 
electric heat strips installed on the eaves to 
prevent the ice dams from forming. 

Although electric heat strips have been 
considered hazardous in the past, with prop- 
er installation they prove to be a safe, eco- 
nomical and permanent solution to a serious 
problem facing homeowners, 



Tips for painting water-stained areas 

This time of year, homeowners often have 
problems with water stains appearing on ceil- 
ings, walls and woodwork. Water from melt- 
ing ice, snow and rain seeps inside from in- 
sufficient flashing around windows, skylights, 
dormers and chimneys, and from ice dams 
forming in gutters and along roof edges.

The Internet has given many consumers 
the impression that it can do everything a 
traditional, retail business can do, except 
that it can do it faster, easier and for less 
money. 

Just compare the price of a book online 
versus the same title at the mall. Check out 
the price of an airline ticket on the Web versus 
one bought from a travel agent. Look at the 
interest rate for that e-mortgage versus the 
rates offered by local lenders. 

Indeed, interest rates for home loans 
on the Web do look pretty appealing at first 
glance. So, Mundelein-bascd Majestic 
Mortgage Corp. decided to find out 
whether the Internet really does offer the 
best deals.

When, based upon medical assessment, a patient requires specialized treatmont or 
services, the following charges will be assessed: 
Cardiac Monitoring &5JLQQ 

. Medication Administration S50.00 

Oxygen Administration S25.00 

Pulse Oximetry Application $10.00 

Endotracheal Intubation S5Q.Q Q 

Intravenous Access S2JL&Q 

Section 3 — Terms of Payment

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Crime of the week 

Crime Stoppers and the Lake 
County Sheriff's Police are seeking 
information regarding a Medical 
Waste Spill that took place in Long 
Grove. Around Dec. 28, a Medical 
Waste Spill took place on Hicks Rd. 
(IL53) in Long Grove by an unidenti- 
fied transport hauler. 

Hicks Rd. was closed for more 
than six hours while environmental 
clean-up crews removed the med- 
ical debris from the road and the 
adjacent earth shoulder. The state is 
seeking reimbursement of the clean- 
up and disposal costs that are nearly 
• $50,000, and could possibly reach 
$100,000 before completion. 

The Lake County Sheriff's Police 
discovered the used syringes, nee- 
dles, and bandages that had been

spread along a 200 yards stretch of 
Hicks Rd., north of Lake Cook Rd. in 
Long Grove, the morning of Dec. 28. 
The debris had been scattered by 
traffic and emergency snow removal 
operations, 

Illinois Department of 
Transportation (IDOT) and Lake 
County Emergency Management 
Agency officials believe that the 
medical waste containers were 
being transported from a hospital or 
clinic to a disposal facility when sev- 
eral containers fell from the trans- 
port vehicle onto IL53. Investigators 
continue to examine the waste 
material looking for information 
regarding the identity of the source 
or the waste transport hauler. 

Hicks Rd. is heavily traveled; 
and, both state and county officials 
hope witnesses to the spill will call

Salty diet can be deadly for trees 



Just as a high-salt diet can be 
harmful to people, salt intake by 
trees and shrubs can also mean 
trouble. This winter, local greenery 
has already gotten a particularly 
high dose of salt, due to the record 
snowfall that buried the area in 
December. 

"Now that the snow and ice 
are melting, you can actually see 
how much salt there is," said Joe 
Engberg, technical services coor- 
dinator for Hendricksen the Care 
of Trees. "Often, you see piles of 
salt on sidewalks and streets. This 
can be a problem for trees and 
shrubs." 

Whether salt is applied directly 
to the soil, washes into the soil or 
blows onto plant stems and

leaves/needles in a spray, it can 
harm or even kill a plant. Salt effects 
plants by upsetting the normal 
water balance in the soil or foliage, 
drawing moisture away from the 
plant. The principle is the same as 
the old-time practice of using salt to 
dry meats. By packing meat in brine, 
moisture is pulled out of the meat 
and into the strong salt solution. 

With trees and shrubs, affected 
foliage dries out and turns brown. 
Roots dry out and cannot absorb 
water from the soil - even if ade- 
quate moisture is present. Once salt 
injury has occurred, it is difficult to 
remedy. But Engberg has some tips 
for protecting your plants. 

o Watch for warning signs in 
early spring. If grass along a side- 
walk or street is brown when other 
grass around it is green, there could 
be well excessive salt in the area. 

o Watch for salt build-up near 
the root zones of susceptible plant, 
species. (Remember that the root 
zone extends at least as far from the

Focus on restaurant careers 



A Day in the Life 

Owning a restaurant is a labor of love, and 
most restaurateurs work long hours. When 
an establishment is open only for dinner, 
the restaurateur usually starts the day in 
the late morning. There are a number of 
daily tasks to complete before the staff ar- 
rives. First, there is checking M the book/ 
which contains reports from managers 
about whatever happens in the restaurant 
each night. The owner keeps tabs on things 
like items to be ordered, customer com- 
plaints, and staff scheduling conflicts, all of 
which are recorded in the book. She stud- 
ies the accounting records daily and stays 
on top of the restaurant's financial situa- 
tion. She may aiso take on duties like con- 
firming reservations. Usually, she will also 
find time to glance through wine and food 
industry papers and read the restaurant re- 
view section in the newspaper. When the 
doors open, the restaurant owner must be 
dressed and ready to socialize until the last 
customer leaves. It is extremely important 
that a restaurant owner have exceptional 
name and face recollection. The most suc- 
cessful owners report that the majority of 
their clientele are regular customers. The 
easiest way to gain repeat business is by of- 
fering seemingly special treatment, and re- 
membering a customer's name or favorite 
table is always Impressive. The restaura- 
teur acts as a host, chatting with his cus- 
tomers and making sure they are satisfied. 
Approaching customers while they are 
dining helps the owner check on his stall. 
While this may seem intrusive when done 
by waiters, restaurant patrons usually love 
to have the owner inquire about the food 
and service. 



Paying Your Dues 

Restaurateurs come from many walks of 
life, but mostly they have experience with- 
in the industry. A restaurant owner can be 
either a "backer" or an active owner. Back- 
ers provide funding to the active owners 
and entrust them to run die place. Very few 
people back restaurants as their primary 
occupaUon, since the sole job requirement 
is having access to large amounts of cash. 
The financial rewards of backing a restau- 
rant can be great, as backers are the first to 
receive profits. For hands-on owners a 
good place to start Is a college or school 
that offers a restaurant and hotel manage- 
ment program, but in fact most owners 
don't follow tiiis formal educational route. 
Instead, most have paid their dues as wait- 



ways a plus if they have experience with 
bookkeeping and accounUng, too. Before 
opening, the restaurant owner spends 
some time scouting a location. If he is in- 
terested in a space that didn't previously 
hold a restaurant, the owner has to deter- 
mine whether the building can be afford- 
ably converted to restaurant use. Other 
market studies are usually done to deter- 
mine what type of restaurant would work 
best in that particular community and lo- 
cation. When all of this has been figured 
out, the restaurateur must obtain financ- 
ing, either through a backer or a bank. The 
owner then usually hires all the founding 
staff, seeks out wholesalers and establish- 
es relations with them; and oversees the 
design of the restaurant, from decor to 
menu. Then comes the stressful task of 
procuring a liquor license. Most towns and 
cities allot only a specified number of li- 
censes, and often the potential owner must 
negotiate a price from a business that is 
closing. When the doors open the owner's 
work is far from finished. Failure rates for 
new restaurants are high, and an owner 
must make sure that his establishment 
keeps pace with the Umes and consistent- 
ly operates at a high level. 

Associated Careers 

Many careers can satisfy food lovers who 
don't want to commit their time and bank 
accounts to owning a restaurant. Waiters, 
bartenders, busboys, and hosts ensure that 
the front of the house is running smooth- 
ly. The majority of these jobs rely on tips 
instead of salaries, and so earnings are in- 
fluenced by the season and night of the 
week! A restaurant manager runs (he front 
of the house and acts on behalf of the own- 
er in her absence. Chefs, sous-chefs and 
bakers need formal training at a culinary 
institute in order to be taken seriously in 
the food community. The chef is usually 
the heart of the restaurant. He not only 
prepares food-rhe also schedules the 
, kitchen staff, creates and continually up- 
dates the menu, and often shops for finer 
ingredients himself. The wine steward is 
another important position in upscale 
restaurants, where she uses an extensive 
knowledge of wine to select the restauran- 
t's wine list. Wine stewards will also some- 
times host wine-tasting dinners to intro- 
duce their clientele to new labels. Catering 
is another venue for food experts who want 
more variety and a less complicated oper- 
ation. Franchise owners can open a restau- 
rant without having to wony about any de-

cision-making, such - as designing the 
menu or decorating the establishment. 
Other aspiring owners open bars or night- 
clubs. 

Quality of Life 

Two Years Out* More than three quar- 
ters of new restaurants fail in the first sev- 
en months, primarily due to poor cash flow 
management. Those owners who survive 
report feeling very stressed— every review 
brings tears of either joy or pain. At this 
time, restaurants are usually not showing 
big profits but are just remaining afloat. In 
these first years owners are working long 
into the night, and still anxiously awaiting 
the possibility of taking some time off. 
Five Years Out: Most restaurateurs 
who've made it through the first two years 
are still working away. They begin to show 
profits at this time and have usually com- 
pletely paid off their loans. A few look for- 
ward to buying out backers. MosUy, they 
are happy to be down to working only sue 
ten-hour-days per week. 

Ten Years Out: A decade into the busi- 
ness, restaurateurs spend much less time 
In the house. They have learned to entrust 
the late hours to general managers. The 
most successful ones pay surprise visits to 
the restaurant to safeguard the high stan- 
dards of the kitchen. As always, they keep 
an eye on the books. The owners who 
flourish tend to hire the most inventive 
chefs and pay close attention to trends 
happening In the big cities.
